The Executive Board of the Synod has established an Apportionment Review Committee 
to review cases of extreme hardship of congregations to raise their apportionment, 
the appointments to which are made by the Executive Board. The following guiding 
principles have been adopted: 


a. The Committee shall be made up of the president of the Synod, the 
Rast treasurer, the chairman of the Finance Committee of the Executive 
Board, two pastors and two laymen, each from a different district, 
representing both large and small congregations. 


b. The congregation must petition for relief within 30 days after 
notification of its apportionment or the publication of the same 
at the synodical convention, whichever may first occur. (Due by 
June 25, 1965) 


c. Any congregation granted such relief shall be listed in all reports 
as a "special case." 


d. Classification as "special cases" shall be for only one year at a 


time. 


Requests for apportionment review should be mailed to the synod office.

The report of the treasurer is presented on the following pages. 


General fund receipts and disbursements are presented and compared 
with budget estimates in Exhibit A. 


As presented in exhibit A, general fund transactions resulted in a 
budget surplus of $453.27 for the year; however Trinity was unable to 
meet her full share of the Synod allocation due to a lack of adequate 
funds. $1,675.00 of the 1964 allocation remains unpaid.

This is the second year that Trinity has been unable to meet her full 
Synod allocation. At the same time church finances have been balanced 
by borrowing, or by budget savings due to unusual circumstances, such 
as unexpended salaries due to lack of a pastor, and unexpended repairs , 
some of which eventually must be done. 


Analysis of our finances indicates that the problem will be a continuing 
one for Trinity. We present below a summary of congregational giving 
and of church operating expenses for the past three years. Anticipated 
needs for 1965 are also presented.
